W’hat hap­ 
pens to tru th if it is treated as 
a mu seu m piece or an ancient 
relic'’ 
For instance, there can be no 
dou bt that there is a religiou s 
tru th which insists that all men 
are the children of God. The en­ 
tire thru st of the .lu daeo-Chri.stian 
faith is against the heresy of ra ­ 
cial discrimination. 
Yet there are people who will 
insist u pon this religiou s tru th 
while mak ing it a myth in their 
daily lives. Su ch people are will­ 
ing to su bsidize that which they 
will never im itate. They mak e 
their religion an interesting bu t 
irrelevant myth. 
Or here is an insistence of ou r 
faith concerning personal integ­ 
rity 
The ancient commandment 
tau ght that a m an m u st not bear 
falst, witness against his neighbor. 
The commission of slander and 
the participation in gossip was 
not only frowned u pon bu t receiv­ 
ed the positive thru st of the New 
Testam ent.

.Jesu s once told the story of an

It was a pic­ 
tu re of a final decree by a ju dge 
who condemned men becau se they 
had not served God while think ­ 
ing of them selves as good men. 
When these who were ju dged pro­ 
tested, saying. “ When did we see 
you and not show personal con­ 
cern’’” he said simply, “ Inasmu ch 
as ye did it not to the least of 
these my brethren ye did it not 
to m e'’” That is the k ind of in­ 
sight that is requ ired lest we fall 
into the trap of the myth.

When .Astronau t Coo()or came 
to Washington to get his official 
pat on tlie back from President 
Kennedy I went over in the driz­ 
zling rain to the west entrance 
of the White Hou se, once again, 
walk ing throu gh the gate, nodding 
to the gu ards and think ing with 
pleasu re what a great cou ntry we 
live in. 
The White Hou se, ou r official 
home, actu ally is a plain place. 
It does not com pare to any of 
the m agnificent palaces in other 
capitals of the world. Its gardens 
are well-k ept bu t they are not 
spectacu lar. 
.Actu ally, 
it 
is 
“ hom e” to the men and women 
of the cou ntry; larger than life, 
to be su re; fu rnished in antiqu es, 
neater, on the whole, thou gh Caro­ 
line's toys and things are apt to 
be strewn abou t in her play area 
in the garden. 
Bu t posh it is not. The White 
Hou se is the home for an elected 
president, not some m onarch or 
dictator, even thou gh political op­ 
ponents of practically every presi­ 
dent who moves in claim over 
and over again tiiat each execu ­ 
tive is trying to u su rp his con­ 
stitu tional powers and become, if 
not k ing, father of a royal family 
or general to a m ilitary dynasty. 
The Roosevelts were so accu sed, 
so was President Eisenhower, and 
now, of cou rse, so are the Ken- 
nedys. 
Bu t, a k ing or m ilitary dictator 
wou ld not be happy in the White 
Hou se. It su its ou r cou ntry and 
ou r presidents to a tee; the hou se 
is ram bling and not system atical­ 
ly nor sensibly laid ou t to the best 
advantage. Bu t neither are ou r 
sprawling fifty states nor ou r awk ­ 
ward branches of governm ent and 
constitu tional processes. 
The First Fam ily m u st be far 
from com fortable tu ck ed away on 
the top floor of the White Hou se, 
look ing ou t of its windows and 


seeing a constant stream of sight­ 
seers tram ping throu gh the gates. 
Privacy for them is hard to com# 
by. A’ct. President Kennedy has 
a deep love of cou ntry and has 
expressed 
him;-eif 
many 
times 
privately as well as pu blicly in 
this respect 
He may wish tho 
people who are walk ing arou nd 
wou ldn’t tram p lik e elephants on 
the floors bu t their pride in the 
hou se, itself, is as great as Pre.si- 
dent Kennedy’s and you rs and 
mine. 
When 
a 
fellow 
lik e 
Cooper, 
Glenn or Shepard or any of the 
astronau ts bring credit and glory 
to ou r nation, it is fitting that 
they be 
brou ght to the White 
Hou se to receive the acclaim of 
the people throu gh the President 
of the United States. 
We are, in effect, inviting ou r 
heros to come to ou r own hou se 
and get a big handshak e from u s 
—all of u s — who. occasionally, 
need the emotional lift that a good 
job, well done, by any one of u e, 
deserves. 
A hou se only reflects the people 
to whom it belongs. 'The White 
Hou se belongs to u s: its ghosts, 
its triu m phs and tribu lations, its 
winners 
and its lo.sers, 
and its 
sk eletons 
in the closets, are an 
integral part of ou r heritage. 
'There are periods in ou r history 
when it is considered corny to be 
patriotic. Flag-waving is scorned 
by the .so-called intelligentsia, the 
chic, and the blase you ng people. 
There are tim es, too, when pa­ 
triotism is u sed m ercilessly in the 
interests 
of say. the John Birch 
Society 
or Commu nist 
grou ps 
within the commu nity Then, it is 
being u sed falsely. Bu t honest, 
down-to-earth love of one’s cou n­ 
try, even in the age of the astro­ 
nau t, is a welcome emotion. 
I’m not asham ed to say ttrat 
walk ing throu gh the gates of the 
White Hou se to welcome home an 
American hero m ak es me feel 
happy and prou d—for all of u s. 
It m ak es ou r hou se on the b lo c k - 
on the block of m any nations— 
look good becau .se of accomplish­ 
ment.

Dinah 
Shore 
Tells: 
“Why I’m 
Quitting”

H Y DID Dinah Shore throw away 
a $100,000-a-week career by re­ 
tiring from television? To find out, I 
arranged to visit her at her home in 
Palm Springs, Calif. 
Finding that home wasn’t easy, however. 
Although Dinah has owned a house in the 
desert resort for 10 years, even 
long-time 
residents have little idea w'here it is. The first 
seven people I asked for directions couldn’t 
help me; the eighth person had only a vague 
idea— and no wonder! Not only is there no 
street sign, but the house itself is hidden behind 
a high fence and even taller vegetation. 
This is a far cry from Dinah’s Beverly Hills 
home, which had become a tourist attraction. 
There hardly was a time when some overly 
eager fan wasn’t cruising up and down in 
front of the house or shouting at Dinah and the 
children to pose for pictures. 
It grew so bad that Dinah finally had to hire 
a full-time guard to keep some semblance of 
privacy. “ We were trying to raise our children 
like normal youngsters, and strangers would 
impose in ways that they would never do with 
their own relatives or friends,’’ Dinah told me 
during my recent visit. “ And they got mad if 
I didn’t come out and pose with the children 
in front of our house.’’ 
Only Jody, her nine-year-old son, enjoyed the 
extra attention. He used to sell lemonade to 
tourists. When anyone asked if he was Dinah 
Shore’s son, he’d say, “ Buy some lemonade and 
r il tell you.” After they bought some and asked 
again, he’d answer, “ Yeah.” Dinah didn't con­ 
sider this the most healthy way of growing up! 
Life for her and the children is quite dif­ 
ferent in Palm Springs. By Beverly H ills stand­ 
ards, her house there is modest. In place of 
the large staff that helps her run her town 
house, she has only a housekeeper, Pauline, 
who has been with her 14 years. Jody and her 
daughter Missy take care of their own rooms. 
Dinah herself does most of the cooking, usually 
answers the phone, and does some of the clean­ 
ing. Her secretary comes in from Los Angeles 
once a week to help with her fan mail. 
“ We get up at 7 a.m., although I don’t particu­ 
larly enjoy being awakened at that hour,” Dinah 
admits. “ But I ’d like to see anybody sleep after 
Jody gets up! After breakfast, I drive Missy to 
school— Jody ride* his bike— and when I come 
back 1 often go right back to sleep!” 
Judging by her appearance. Dinah’s new life 
seems to agree with her. She was more relaxed, 
more tanned, more attractive than I had seen 
her in years. And she also was more willing to 
discuss her problems— particularly her reason 
for retirement which, she admits, is for an in­ 
definite period of time. “ I never said I ’d stay 
away from television just for one year. I said 
I wouldn’t consider doing a regular weekly 
show of my own for that long. After that. I ’ll 
decide what 1 want to do.” 
Why did she make this decision? 
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marriage— but D inah’s determined that it won’t rob her of her children’s love, too 


“I used to sini? a song called ‘I’m Too Busy,’ ” 
she answered. “It tells of a mother who asks 
where her children are. Suddenly she realizes 
it was 20 years ago since they played around 
the house—that they’re gone! She’d been too 
busy even to learn how to play with them. One 
day I looked around and found myself in the 
same situation as the woman I’d been singing 
about. Missy was 14 and in high school—a 
beautiful, wonderful young lady. I wanted to 
get to know her and spend time with her before 
it was too late. And Jody was growing up, too; 
he was getting so tall and big, and was going 
into the second grade. 
“A career in television is very demanding. 
While at the studio I used to say, ‘I want to 
be sure I’m home when Missy and Jody get 
there.’ When I got home, I’d feel I had left 
everything undone at the studio. I w'as always 
thinking I should be somewhere else. I never 
seemed to be around in an emergency—and 
whenever children need you, it’s an emergency. 
Missy would come home from school with some 
emotional problem, and I wasn’t there to listen 
and give her advice when she needed it most. 
By the time she saw- me at 6 o’clock, she’d 
talked it over with someone el.se. 
“Nowadays, the demands on my time are 
Missy’s and Jody’s. It isn’t just going to PTA 
meetings, and getting up and having breakfast 
together. It’s that vital moment when you have 
to be there, or you don’t get another crack at 
it. If I miss those precious moments, I won’t 
have been a real mother.’’ 


H«r Own Childhood Not Happy 


There’s another reason why Dinah is making 
an effort to be close to her children. “I was 
never close to my own mother. She was very 
popular, very outgoing—a champion golfer, an 
expert bridge player, a member of all the PTAs. 
She was always tied up with so many things. 
But there was never a time when she and I 
sat together and just talked. She died when I 
was 14; yet the only thing I can remember is 
that she kept me from doing everything I want­ 
ed to do. I don’t want Missy and Jody to re­ 
member me like that.’’ 
There has been speculation that Dinah’s deci­ 
sion was influenced by romantic motives. One 
source had her engaged to a New York carpet 
manufacturer, another to a good-looking tennis 
pro and building contractor, Maurice Smith. 
Dinah emphatically denied any seriousness 
about the m anufacturer but readily admitted 
that Smith was her constant companion. 
Asked point-blank whether she planned to 
marry him within the next month as had been 
reported, she answered, “I really don’t know, 
but 1 do know that I’m not the kind of person 
who could ever stay single; the children need 
someone, and I need someone. But I haven’t 
made any definite plans to get married. 1 want 
it to be exactly right.’’ She hesitated. “I w'as 
so sure everything was right before—you can’t 
be impulsive at my age.’’ 
Dinah admitted that her professional life 


might have caused her marriage with George 
Montgomery to fail, but she insists she is not 
through with her career for good. “I may do 
an occasional special, and I love doing club 
dates and other personal appearances. But I 
don’t think gue.st shots are fun, and right now 
I don’t even want to think about doing a regular 
weekly tv show again.’’ 
Dinah often had considered quitting tv. 
“When Missy was born, I really didn’t want to 
work any more. But people around me said, ‘It 
doesn’t take that much time.’ 
“I always live for whatever I’m doing at the 
moment. When I w’ork, I love every minute of 
it. When I’m not working, 1 feel I never want 
to go back. That’s probably why I didn’t realize 
how much time my career took away from my 
family— until I became aware how much my 
children resented it. 
“Shortly after Missy learned to talk, I took 
her for a ride one day. While driving along, 
she suddenly objected to my singing in the car. 


Dinah'H main goal today is to spend more time 
u'ith children Jody and Missy, now 9 and Ik- 


‘Don’t, Mommy, please don’t sing,’ she pleaded 
and started to cry. ‘When Mommy sing, Mommy 
go to the studio.’ 
“When she was a little older, we went to New 
York’s Madison Square Garden one day. People 
kept leaning over her, passing papers to me to 
sign right in front of her face. Finally she 
stood up, put her hands on her hips, and shout­ 
ed: ‘She’s not Dinah Shore today, she’s my Mom, 
so please leave her alone!’ I nearly died.” 
Missy didn’t even like Dinah to pick her up 
at school in Beverly Hills, becau.se the other 


children would invariably point out, “Hey. your 
Mom’s outside.’’ But Dinah does it in Palm 
Springs, and Missy doesn’t mind as much. “May­ 
be it’s becau.se here her friends don’t seem to 
care,” Dinah said. 
Surprisingly, Dinah feels that her voluntary 
retirement will help her mature as a person. 
“A performer is like a child who has to be 
praised all the time, and if you prolong that 
feeling and give praise for every little thing, 
that child never matures. It hurts me deeply to 
be criticized, as it does a child. 
“Actually, the press has been very kind to 
me. The only criticism was that I supposedly 
appeared ‘too good’ on my show. I never meant 
lor people to get that picture of me. 1 get as 
tired and angry as anyone else. Hut when I 
do, I don’t throw hairbrushes, as one writer 
recently claimed. I get coldly silent and stiff. 
“But not on my show! That w'ould be entirely 
contrary to the way I was brought up. My 
parents never quarreled in front of strangers; 
they taught me that undue display of anger 
was rudeness and up.set other people. But they 
did quarrel in front of me till I was embar­ 
rassed. Sometimes I’d hear such terrible scenes 
between them that I would sit and shake. T hat’s 
why I never brought my own problems h<»me.’’ 


Crying for Yon, Mommy I” 


Dinah tried hard to hide the difl'iculties be­ 
tween her and George from the children. In 
retrospect, she is not sure it was wise. “I 
have learned it is not necessarily scarring to a 
child’s psyche to see such emotions. I have 
seen friends bare their feelings in front of their 
children, and it hasn’t hurt the children.’’ 
Dinah will never forget how Missy and Jody 
reacted when they found out she was leaving 
George. “They’re used to this kind of thing 
out here becau.se so many of their friends come 
from divorced home.s, but they found it hard to 
believe it was happening to our family. When 
I told Missy about it, she started to cry, I told 
her to go ahead and have a good cry, that I ha<i, 
too.’’ But Dinah was stunned into silence when 
her daughter sobbed, “I’m not crying for me, 
Mommy—I’m crying for you!’’ 
After all that has happened to Dinah in re­ 
cent months, after the self-repn*itch, the unhap­ 
piness, and now the struggle for readjustment, 
would she want her children to follow their par­ 
ents into show business? 
“M issy is tremendously talented,’’ Dinah rea­ 
soned. “She paints and dances. Hut right now 
she is so fascinated by being a teen-ager, she’s 
not interested In a career. Hut if she wants it, 
that’s fine. I have no apologies for having been 
in show business. As for Jody, he wants to wear 
the same kind of T shirt as the other boys and 
have the handlebar.s on his bike turned just as 
they do—he just doesn’t want to be different. 
I’m not worried about them any more; they’re 
going to be all right.’’ 
And HO, b y a l l indications, will Dinah. Her 
decision to take time off from work seems to 
l>e the wisest choice she has made in years! 
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No MORE SCHOOL, 
No MORE BOOKS, 
No MORE TEACHERS' DIRTY LOOKS . . . 
School's out! It’s the aKe-old cry of triumph. But yester­ 
day my friend Helen Zell told me about the remarkable 
ability of her daughter’s kindergarten teacher and was so 
moved she ran out of words. 
Helen Zell doesn’t run out of words often, but little 
Annie’s teacher is the kind who seems to achieve minor 
miracles with five-year-olds. 
I began to remember my own beloved Mrs. Greeley, who 
replaced terror with love in my own kindergarten days. 
And Mi.ss Pike, my third-grade teacher, became so much 
a part of our childhood that we petitioned the principal to 
permit her to continue with us into fourth grade. All of us, 
including Miss Pike, wept when the request was denied. 
In high school there was Mi.ss Abell, whose encourage­ 
ment produced my first “column,” and Blythe Lamm, beau­ 
tiful in name and spirit, who instilled in me an enduring 
appreciation of history. And Miss Rait, whose geometry 


I never understood fully but whose skill in teaching in­ 
tegrity and honor made me her lifelong admirer. 
I fell hopelessly in love with most of the male teachers, 
but even they gave me in return more than I realized. Al­ 
gebra in Mr. Purdy’s classroom was a delightful torment. 
And somehow I managed to retain Ed Lambert’s invalu­ 
able basic instruction in journalism long after his gentle 
voice had passed from memory. I would cheerfully have 
expired at my desk for an'approving nod from Gil Schantz, 
yet his wise inspiration gave me my first real self-confi­ 
dence at a typewriter. 
Some teachers, of course, never should have been allowed 
in a classroom, but they were few and far between. The 
rest had a special empathy with eager mind. 
There is no real substitute for the patient kindness and 
the skilled inspiration a true teacher gives a child. These 
men and women, whom I love now as I did then face-to- 
face, have become a part of the sum total which is myself. 
How seldom we realize this influence. 
How seldom we acknowledge a great debt.

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OU BOUNCE over 196 miles of twist­ 
ing, churning river channels in a 
17-foot outboard boat. A sand bar sud­ 
denly looms up and sheers your pro­ 
peller. Still you’re luckier than another 
“picnic boat” which ran aground on a 
sand bar and had a waterway speedster 
smash into its rear end. 
You’re warned not to turn down one river—its 
treacherous current will shatter your boat and 
suck a person under water. Craggy clifTs rise 
abruptly 2.000 feet, and there’s only one way out 
of the canyon—in your trusty, bouncing boat. 
Sounds like a harrowing voyage, and it is, but 
the Merlin Cannell family found it literally a 
picnic. They trailered their boat 600 miles from 
their home in Grand Junction, Colo., to Green 
River, Utah, where they joined 517 other boating- 
camping families in last year’s Friendship Cruise 
down the Green River and up the Colorado to 
Moab, Utah. (This year’s cruise is being held this 
weekend.) 
What are the attractions of river picnicking to 
Merlin and Bertha Cannell and their three teen­ 
agers, Karen, 16, Shirley, 14, and Gary, 13? 


Well, first there’s the good fellowship of other 
families with like interests, and there’s neighbor­ 
liness, too—for example, firemen of the local 
towns drove all the cars and rigs to the terminal 
point, Moab, where the boaters picked them up. 
The Cannells and their friends also found 
spectacular scenery: granite canyon walls that 
dwarf men and boats and pastel desert ex­ 
panses that change colors from misty dawn to 
fiery sunset. Each twist in the river turned a 
page of history: an Indian fort still preserved in 
the desert aridness, the old prospectors’ canyons 
with such names as Hell Roaring and Horse 
Thief. Excitement came in the rough but navig­ 
able rapids, and in the stretches of calm, boaters 
made their own excitement by water skiing.

emperor of China—will cele­ 
brate his 70th birthday this year. 
He is the absolute autocrat of 700 
million people: more human be­ 
ings than have ever been governed 
by one man in all recorded history. 
He has given China its first strong, in­ 
ternally solid government since the 18th- 
century reign of the great Manchu em­ 
peror, Ch’ien Lung, and the shadow of his 
power lies darkly across the future. 
But he is tormented by a growing sense 
of fru.stration and urgency. Time ia run­ 
ning out, and power-hungry Mao has much 
to do. It ia his destiny, he believes, to 
bring Communist “liberation” to yet other 
hundreds of millions of brown and yellow 
people in Southeast Asia, India, and the 
vast archipelago of Indonesia, to recon­ 
quer Formosa, reclaim Korea, and make 
Japan an industrial satellite of his new 
Chine.se F^mpire. In doing so, he would 
acquire new sources of raw materials 
(especially oil) 
and new rice-growing 
areas to relieve his chronic food shortage. 
This is a dangerous dream, and the 
dreamer is a coolheaded, calculating, ex­ 
ceptionally dangerous man. He knows that 
to achieve his dream he must defeat the 
IK)wer that shattered the Japanese dream 
of an Asian empire—the maritime power 
of the United States. 
M 


a o , w h o b e c a m e all-powerful in China 
through 20 years of guerrilla war, 
l>elieves that “all political power grows out 
of the muzzle of a gun.” A chief source of 
his current frustration is that he himself 
has no gun which he can hold at America’s 
head, and his Communist colleague Nikita 
Khrushchev—who does have such a gun— 
cannot be made to agree that it is his sa­ 
cred revolutionary duty to intimidate the 
Americans with his nuclear weapons and 
thus prevent them from interfering with 
Mao's step-by-step conquest of free Asia. 
This is, of course, an oversimplifica­ 
tion of the facts of nuclear strategy and 
nuclear deterrence; the problem ia not 
that easy. But Mao apparently thinks it is, 
and that points up his lack of knowledge 
of the world—another reason why he is 
dangerous. Mao has read deeply in the 
('hine.se classics, Chinese history, and also 
a wide variety of Western works that have 
been translated into Chinese. But he has 
never been in a non-Communist foreign 
country himself nor learned a foreign 
language. He is ignorant of the outside 
world, a victim of his own propaganda— 
that the capitalist world is rotten and will 
crumple in the first winds of conflict. 
He is, however, knowledgeable in the

Who is the man eager to lead 700 million 


Chinese against the “paper tiger“ 


United States? W hat caused his fanatical 


obsession with strength and ultimate war?

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lessons of strength. Strength is like a god 
to him; he abhors weakness and sees 
Khrushchev’s “coexistence” as weakness. 
Mao’s obsession with brute strength goes 
back to his childhood. 
When he was 13 years old, there was a 
famine in his native Hunan province. 
Starving peasants, who were refused help 
by a callous governor, broke into the pro­ 
vincial granary and carried off rice to feed 
their families. Several were executed and 
their heads displayed on poles as a warn­ 
ing. Furiously indignant, young Mao de­ 
manded of his father, “They had a right to 
do as they did. Why were they punished?” 
Said his father, grimly, “My son, they 
were punished for being too weak to de­ 
fend their rights.” 
Mao has never forgotten that lesson; 
even today he occasionally says, “China 
never again will be punished for being 
weak, as she used to be.” 
Mao has chosen as his personal residence 
the traditional power-center of the Chi­ 
nese nation—the Forbidden City, the inner 
quarter of the ancient imperial capital, 
Peking. He lives a curiously withdrawn 
life, often shutting him.self up for weeks 
or months, reading, studying, and contem­ 
plating. He still travels in the countryside, 
however, and makes a point of mingling 
with the people and asking personal ques­ 
tions, though there is an increasing air of 
aloof superiority about him. 
B 
u t m o r e a n d m o r e, the man is becom­ 
ing mixed with the legends that have 
grown up about him. Of the great political 
leaders of today, Mao Tse-Tung is certain­ 
ly the one about whom hard facts are most 
diihcult to establish. 
He disdains ostentation. His “uniform” 
is a gray jacket, buttoned to the throat, 
and a plain cap such as a London taxi 
driver might wear. When at home, he 
lives with his family—his wife and two 
teen-age daughters who are learning bal­ 
let dancing—in a lovely little one-story 
marble palace with a roof of traditional 
imperial-yellow tile, built on a terrace fac­ 
ing one of the three lakes which lie in the 
gardens behind the New China Gate. 
This palace has a romantic name out of 
the past—it is known as the Palace of the 
Fragrant Concubine. The Emperor Ch’ien 
Lung built it two centuries ago to house 
the Prinre.ss Hsiang Fei, a Turki lady of 
extraordinary beauty whom the Emperor 
brought to Peking as part of the spoils of 
war from his conquest of Turkistan. 
Mao, who, as I already remarked, has 
given China its first strong centralized 
government since Ch’ien Lung’s day, ap­ 
parently also shares that Emperor’s taste 
for vivacious, intelligent women. He has 
been married three times, discounting the 


legend of a child-bride forced upon him by 
his father at the age of 14. 
His present wife, Lan P’ing, is a movie 
actress from Shanghai whom Mao mar­ 
ried in Yenen in 1939, The two daughters 
are her children. Mao also has a grown 
son by his first wife, Yang K’aihui, daugh­ 
ter of his philosophy professor at Peking 
University, whom he courted in his stu­ 
dent days. She was killed in 1928 during 
a Kuomintang purge of Communists and 
their relatives. 
Three other children—presumably born 
of his second wife. Ho Tzu-chun, a former 
schoolteacher, from whom Mao was di­ 
vorced in 1937—had to be left with friend­ 
ly peasants during the hardships of the 
famous Long March; such were the in­ 
ternal disorders of that time that no trace 
of them could be found afterward. Mao 
Tse-Tung knows personal bereavement. 
In person, Mao is somewhat above the 
average Chinese height, slightly stooped, 
deeply sun-tanned with thick hair but a 
receding hairline (the name Mao means 
“hair,” so baldness would be unbecom­ 
ing!). He is heavier than he used to be, 
but his physical strength is considerable. 
It was only a few years ago that he in­ 
sisted—to the horror of his staff—on 
swimming the 1,400-yard-wide Yangtze 
River to prove that it could be done despite 
the treacherous currents. 
T 


h e r e 
is indeed 
a n uneasy feeling 
spreading throughout much of free 
Asia that Mao Tse-Tung’s belief in his 
ability to do the impossible has wider hori­ 
zons than anyone has yet understood. It 
might help if Mao’s own horizons of factu^ 
al knowledge — especially of the United 
States—were a good deal broader than 
they are. Mao has occasionally told visitors 
that he would like to tour the United States 
some day. There is something to be said 
for such a visit if it ever comes within the 
realm of practical politics. 
Mao Tse-Tung, with China’s enormous 
manpower, is dangerous enough today. To­ 
morrow—say in three to five years—he 
may have acquired at least a few nuclear 
weapons and become even more dangerous. 
His ignorance of the power realities of the 
world as a whole, and of the United States 
(which he considers a “paper tiger” ) in 
particular, remains a very serious threat 
to the peace of Asia and the world. For 
Mao Tse-Tung and the American people to 
get to know each other better could be a 
benefit to both. 
But it isn’t likely to happen as things 
are. Probably Mao Tse-Tung will indeed 
learn more than he knows now about the 
power of the United States in the course 
of time: but moat likely he will have to 
learn the hard way.
